Ten‘nce Fisher Ls the man most people consider respon- 
sible f«)r successes Hammer’s earlv features turned out to 
be hut THE CUKSE OF FRANKKNS'rEIN. he admits. 
Ixjgan filniing "with a bit of a giggle." Hammer gave him 
4 weeks to complete the picture; ne held out for (i and came 
up with one of the most influential productions of the 
decade. Everyone was plea.sed with the finished film, 
which wa.s rush-releasiHl to a cinemagoitig public with an 
apiMirently insatiable appetite for terror. 

■I'HE Curse of Frankenstein was an 

a.stronomical success, grossing over -57 million. 

In the 22 years sinct‘ that picture was first releasc'd, 
Hammer has produit*d no less than 6 follow ups: THE 
HEVENOE OF FRANKF.NSTEIN I19.W). TllE EVIL 
OF FRANKENSTEIN (19641. FRANKENSTEIN 
CREATED WOMAN (1967). FRANKENSTEIN 
MUST BE DESTROYED (1969). THE HORROR OF 
FRANKENSTEIN (1970) and FRANKEN.STEIN & 
THE MONSTER FROM HEl.I,(197:))-havc fed iUl the 
Ixrundless appetiU's of filmonster fans. 

Terence Fisher has directed all of the Hammer 
FRANKENSTEINS except two, THE EVIL OF 
FRANKENSTEIN & THE HORROR OF 
FRANKENSTEIN. When THE CUKSE OF 
FRANKE.NSTEl.N went Ix'fore the cameras during the 
Autumn of 19.%, Fisht'rknew he had to get away from the 
"standardized" version of the monster, not only in 
makeup but in characterization a-s well. "We wantetl to 
get nearer to humanity." By liasing its series on the 
creator rather than the creation (exactly the onposiU' of 
what Uni%’ersal did with its series in the 1930s & -tOs), the 
Hummer FRANKENSTEIN films flourisht'd- 


Cushing delends the doctor 

"Frankenstein is no inadman, " claims I’eter Cushing. 
"Heis ruthless, sonx't inn’s, because he is forced lobe. But 
matt? Nol" Quite simply, Frankenstein is ahead of his 
time-and people don't undei stand him. "I try totiase the 
character on a man who is, fimdamentallv, tryinij to do 
something for the good of humanity but cun t; the 
villagers mways come Ix’ating on his door, demanding 
repentance." 

Such cries of biasphemv forced Frankenstein to flee 
from his home in Hm4's THE EVIL OF FRANKENS- 
TF.IN, written this linx’ by John Elder (a pen nanx? for 
Hummer producer Anthony Hinds) and direeUxlby I’red- 
die Francis. This instailnx'nt in the series Ixire no relation- 
ship to the previous 2 entries in the Hammer 
FKANKENSITHN .saga. 

Elder also scripUKl the next in the series. FKANKh'NS- 
TEIN CHEATF;!) WOMAN. Terena- Fisher relumc’d to 
IhedirecUx-'s chair for thi.s 1967 production which starred 
Susan Denberg as Christina, the disfimred girl who, in 
Frankenstein’s hands. Ixxame beautiful on«> more. "But 
Ix-autiful, " ,savs the pnidueer, "with the soul of the 
Devil!” FKANKENSTT-HN CRE.ATED WOMAN'S plot 
i.s rather complex hut "'Phis time Frankeastein creates a 
Ixfflutiful girl from one who has l>een ugly. Only something 
goes wrong. She goes around chopping people's heads off 
with an ax."

Ifroducer Keys also commented on the success of Ham- 
nx’r's thrillers by acknowledging the 3 basic ingredients 
inherent to the making of a good horror film. 




“To begin with, you need some basis of legend or back- 
ing of some well-tried classic of literature. 

“Secondly, we have to be utterly serious when we eire 
making the films. Serious & dedicated. 

“Then-lastly-audiences must have some degree of self- 
identification. They must believe it could happen to them 
walking home from the cinema." 

Anthony Nelson-Keys also produced FRANKENS- 
TEIN MUST BE DESTROYED (1969). one of the most 
talked-about films in Hammer's history. Freddie Jones 
plays a man who ^s his brain transplanted into another 
body by Dr. Frankenstein. Con^uently, when he goes to 
visit his wife, she fails to recognize him and rejects!^. "1 
loved that subject," commented director Fisher, “because 
it was so difficult to portray. What happens to a person 
who suddenly has a totally new, different body, but re- 
tains all the memories & emotions, all the love-can his 
wife accept him? And of course, she couldn’t." 

Many have claimed that Bert Batt’s screenplay por- 
trayed fYankenstein as more ruthless than ever before. 


But Peter Cushing jumps to the doctor's defense; “I 
believe in FVankenstein and make notes about him all the 
time. He's not really a horrible man, he's a sad man. 
Tremendously clever, he has several doctorates. He’s 
oblivious to the world around him as he gets on with what 
he considers to be terribly important work.”

One amusing incident that occurred during the filming 
of FRANKENSTEIN MUST BE DESTROYED was 
the arrival of a traveling unit of National Blood Donors at 
the studio set. “Those blood donor people have got a 
nerve,” complained the producer, “coming here to take 
blood from Frankenstein’s potential clients!" Costar 
Veronica Carlson donated her share but Peter Cushing 
simply emlained, "The only time I ever volunteered to 
give blood was in New York on my way back to England 
in 1940. I collapsed as 1 left the hospital and the nurses 
had to pump 2 pints back into me!"

1970's HOHKOR OF FRA.NKE.N'STEIN was a retell- 
ing of Hammer's own CURSE OF FRANKENSTEIN, 
this time laced with touches of macabre humor. Jimmy 
Sangster, scripler of the first in the .series, wrote much of 
the screenplay of this picture, which he also produced & 
directed. Ralph Bates was .selected to portray Dr. 
Frankenstein, In the words of Hammer president Michael 
Carreras, "Peter Cushing was either unwell or unavailable 
when casting this film so we went ahead on the pro- 
duction without him." However, this statement seems to 
contradict the basic idea which Jimmy Sangster had for 
this Frankenstein entry. San^ter Has stated that he 
originallv envisioned a young Dr. Frankenstein for the 

g irt: subsequently, he selected Ralph Bates to star. 

ates, who was 30 at the time he made the picture, admits 
that he & the other cast memlxjrs had a marvelous time 
while working on the production. 


heck of a good Irank 

Critics & fans alike applauded 1973’s FRANKENS- 
TEIN & THE MONSTER FROM HEI>L for its .superb 
Gothic touches. It returned Peter Cushing to his most 
famous role-that of the Baron-and also marked director 
Terence Fisher's return to horror films after a 4-year 
absence. 

Cushing plays "Dr. Victor” in this latest of the series, 
the doctor at an insane asylum at Carlsbad. He is 
recognized by one of his admirers, Dr. Helder (Shane 
Briant). whose own Frankenesque work ha.s earned him a 
cell in the institution. But Frankenstein couldn't be more 
happv with his surroundings, sinc-e the inmates' bodies 
are ideal for his experiments. 

Shane Briant admits to bein^ indebted to Peter 
Cushing for the actor's help in building up the character of 
Dr. Helder. Cushing rewrote many of the script's lines & 
assisted Briant in bringing out the subtleties of the part of 
Dr. Helder. Briant 's only complaint with the production 
had to do with the scenes featuring eyeballs & brain 
transplants. "The eyes were real ones," he said, "and the 
smell was just awfull " He finally decided to rub some per- 
fume over his upper lip as he just couldn't stomach the 
stench of the formaldenyde-drCTched eyeballs.

is FHANKKNSTKI.N Tlil-: MONSTER FROM 
HELL Hammer's last word on the subject? Probably 
not (Frankenstein has been a profitable commodity for 
the company ever since 1956), altho director Terence 
Fisher feels it might be a good stopping point. In an in- 
terview in 1975, Fisher explained, "Frankenstein 
started with a great ideal-to produce the perfect be- 
ing. But he's gone thru so many failures because he's 
always gol to fail. At the end of FRANKENSTEIN & 
THE’ MONSTER FROM HELL he says, I am the 
creator of Man.' You've had so many monsters by then 
that at last you say where this monster has come from. 
He comes from Hell, from Evil, from P'rankenstein's 
mistaken belief that he is the creator of Man, which he 
isn’t, and will never succeed in being," 

"But don't forget." Peter Cushing reminds us all. 
"the role of FranKenstein isn't really evil or horrific. 
It's entertaining. People can be_ entertained in several 
manners. We entertain by gi%’ing the audience a tem- 
porary scare. I think the most horrifying thing you can 
witness is a road accident. That leaves a lasting im- 
pact."

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INTERVIEWS SAM I. JONES, 
THE NEW FLASH GORDON^ 


Sjm J Jones it Ihe 26 year old star of Dino 
da Laurantils’ spectacular space trim FLASH 
GORDON. Before ha played Flash. Jonas 
achieved his widest screen recognition as Bo 
Derek's husband In the movie 10. He landed 
Ihe part ol Flash Gordon when de Laurantils 
noticed him as a conteslani on THE DATING 
GAME, which Jones did between 
assignments. 

FM Is proud to present this tnlerview with 
one of Ihe greal new stars on the science lie- 
tion horlzon-lndeed. In all ol tllmdoml 
FM: Old you read lha advenlures of Flash Gor* 
don when you ware a kid? 

Jones: Yet I did. I wasn't a real big tan ol tl. 
but growing up in the 50s I enjoyed Flash Gor- 
don. Superman, and all those other episodic 
heroes. 

FM: What kind ol studying did you do when 
you got the part? 

Jones: I called a couple of frionds-lhese peo- 
ple really knew Ihe characters ol Flash Gor- 
don. Aura. Ming, the Troemen. the Llzatdpeo- 
ple. the Lionmen. It was interesting. 

FM: Did you bast your own pertormance on 
the Buster Crabba serials? 

Jones: I didn't taka It at all from the serials 
Even though Ihe sets and everything else are 
exactly the same-eicept that It's In color ol 
course-and the characters are Ihe same as 
they were In Ihe 30s. I played Flash mosily 
from my own instincts. Face H. DIno cast me 
as Flash Gordon because he wanied lo see 
Sam J. Jones doing Flash Gordon. Otherwise 
he would have gotten someone else. 

FM: If you had lo describe Flash In a lew 
words, what would they be? 

Jones: He's a loner, and he's very, very hesi- 
tant about anybody. And naive. But ha's a 
leader and a very warm person. Evan when 
he's knocked out and finds himsell on this 
planet with Zarkov. who he thinks is crazy, 
he's realistic, knows there's nothing he can 
do now except try to stay on top 
FM: Would you. Sam J Jones, ever do things 
that Flash does? 

Jones: I'd love to go into space sure 
FM: Whal was Ihe most ditficult aspect of Ihe 
filming of FLASK GORDON? 

Jones: Everytime Ihe director set up a shot, 
you're talking about two or three hours el 
work, especislly when we had bombs going 
off. That's how long II took. It you don't go in 
there and do your fines right, or don't get Ihe 
blocking right, that's another two or three 
hours lo set il all up again. 

FM: Was that pressure bad tor the cast? 
Jones: No. not al all. Not lor me, anyway. I 
was just doing what Instincts lold me lo do, 
with Ihe help ol Ihe dlreclor. 

FM: The script Itselt Is by Lorenzo Semple Jr. 
and Is pretty camp, a lot like his old BATMAN 
TV show. Old this aspaci of Ihe Him worry 
you? 

Jones: No. I think II you ask the other eclors, 
you'll Hnd we played It as seriously as possi- 
ble. That's why I Ihink it's balanced, as it is 
now. 

FM: Did you make any contributions lo the 
script? 

Jones: Not exaclly More to Ihe film ilsell For 
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example, we Mimed it in England with an 
English crew. The English don't understand 
our game of loolball. So whan we had to set up 
the Tight (where Flash rips apart Ming's hen- 
chmen], I created that scene with the help ol 
the stunt men. I really enjoyed that. 

FM: Was that dilficull lo stage? 

Jones: Yes. we spent many, many weeks 
belora linally shooting It. 

FM: Whal sort ol alhletic training did you have 
prior to filming FLASH GORDON? 

Jonas: Well, I played semi-pro football, and 
I'm on my way to getling my black belt. Still. I 
pul on 2S pounds exercising to get In tip-top 
shape for the part. 

FM: There have been some great special ef- 
fects films in the last few years, movies like 
CLOSE ENCOUNTERS OF THE THIRD KIND 
and STAR TREK. Did the special effects crew 
on FLASH GORDON take as much care with 
their effects as the crews of those other films? 
Jonas . Oh sure. They worried aboul them 
every minute Especially with the Hawkmen 
and Ihe flying. When you're dealing with wires 
and hydraulics and opiicals. realism is so im- 
porlanl. Dine said that we've got more people 
flying in this movie than in any other film. I 
was there, even when I wasn't called for 
scenes, just watching the Hawkmen fly. I 
spent SV; months on the Him, and I think they 
spent another three or lour months on the 
Hawkmen alone, just making them lly. It looks 
real on Ihe screen' 

FM: Do you think it's important tor kids in Ihe 
audience lo look up lo characters like Flash 
Gordon? 

Jones: I think It's very important. Though kids 
shouldn't be mislead, like most ol Ihe kids I 
grew up with In high school. We were afraid to 
cry. because we had to show that we were 
macho and all of that. It's nice to see that 
that's changing, like In STAR WARS, when 
Mark Hammll got upset over his auni and un- 
cla s death. Flash may be a superhero, but 
he's also a man. 

FM Ate you alrald ol being typecast as Flash, 
unable to do other roles wilhout people saying. 

I "Oh. he was Flash Gordon. " 

' Jones It's automatic that you become 
typecast when you do a heroic adventure film 
like this. The thing I have to do now Is really 
' prove anything, but keep working with good 
Quality scripts and slick with what I know. 
Adventure, action. It doesn'l have to be 
supermacho, but I'll stick with what’s right tor 
me. not get oft on some crazy track, not think I 
can do anything. I love doing action and 
adventure with a great deal ol warmth, making 
sure everything is as humanly real as possi- 
ble. 

FM: How was It working with lop stars like 
Max Von Sydow and Topol? 

Jones: It was great. Max and Chaim Topol 
were the most experienced, they were real 
pros. There were times when I'd have a 
closoup-and they didn't have lo be there just 
to cross Ihe lines with me. They’d have work- 
ed long hours the day belore, and Max had an 
average at 60 pounds el wardrobe, with those 
capes and robes, but he would still come ont 
he sel so I could deliver my lines to him and 


not a slandin. And it helped. The only other 
American actor beside myself was Melody 
Anderson, and she was a riol. We had a great 
time But Ihe real experience was working 
Willi the European actors and aciresses. Max 
s from Sweden, Chaim from Israel, Ornella 
MutI Irom Italy. And we had a big. cast ol 

8 real English actors. Brian Blessed, Timothy 
alton, and all the others. You know. I've had 
20 ditferenl occupations, from iruck driver lo 
nighclub bouncer. This is my first major film. 
It my work here amounts lo much, I owe a lot 
to aH the people who worked on FLASH. I 
know I'd learn a lot Irom them initially, and 
that's one ol the reasons I decided lo do the 
picture. 

FM: There was about a week between Ihe lime 
you screen tesled after THE DATING GAME 
and the part was ottered lo you. What was 
your reaction? 

Jones: At first, my agents and managers all 
got together and talked about it. and then they 
came to me with their recommendation and 
said H’s up to you. The many good people whe 
were involved was one reason 1 chose it. I was 
flattered, ot course, to be ottered Ihe pert- 
though I knew they cast me in part because ol 
my alhletic abilities. They didn't cast me 
because l had won a Tony for doing Hamlet on 
Broedway. I mean, I would love lo do slage- 
but I’m not a Shakespearean trained aclor. 
FM: Neither Is Charles Bronson, neither was 
John Weyne-bul they did all right lor 
Ihemsoives. Speaking ot which, were the 
stunts difticult to arrange in Ihe film? 

Jones: We had 50 to 100 stuntmen doing all 
Ihe dangerous high-falls and all of that. I did 
all ol my action myself: cNmbIng Ihe ropes, 
swinging down the ropes, lighting and all of 
that. But the stuntmen did a lol ol work on ihe 
whole movie, and though It was slrenous 
work, they were all pros. 

FM: Had you always wanied to be an actor? 
Jones: Actually I tried to make It In modeling 
first, but I couldn't because ol my size. You 
had lo be a 38 or 40 size jacket: I was a 44 or 
46 long, so I could never fit Into any ol Ihe 
clothing. The only alternative, if I wanted to 
stay belore a camera, was to try the acting end 
ot it. sol came to Hollywood In 197B. 1 went to 
every major studio and casting director’s of- 
llce. and they all said. Come back when you 
have some theatrical training behind you.' So I 
did. I want to an acting teacher. Then I gol an 
agent, went to 200 or 300 auditions, as many 
' as 5 each day. before I finally got some 
I positive reaction. 

FM. Would you have liked to see Buster 
Crabbo have a part In the film? 

Jones: Sure, but I couldn't be pushy. I was 
Ihe lead In ihe Him but I wasn't the HImmaker. 

I didn't have the right to say it. 

FM: Any closing thoughts? For example, is 
there a lesson lor any of us In FLASH GOR- 
DON? 

Jones: Yes. Flash faces all kinds of 
challangas-and though they're pretty lan- 
lastic challenges, they're not much ditferenl 
from the kinds of mental and physical 
demands we all face every day. l hope we all 
can learn from his dedication and spirit.

MAXVONSYDOW- 
MING THE MERCILESS! 


The Swedish-born eclor talks about his role as 
Ming In FLASH GORDON. ..and also about a 
previous cinema brush with evildoing! 

FM’ What do you think of the film? 

VON SYDOW: I saw ft with an audience, and 
the audience reacted wonderfully to It. It's a 
true cartoon. I personally think It's a fun plc- 

FU: Old you ever see the original Busier 
Crabbe FLASH GORDON? 

VON SYDOW: Only part of It. and not until I 
was already In production on the new film. 
When I was a boy. I read the cartoon, though 
not sleadtlv. Flash Gordon was not one of my 
favorite comic strip heroes. And I didn't know 
about the films In those days. I don't even 
know It they wore shown in Sweden 
FM: whal did you think of the Buster Crabbe 
serial? 

VON SYDOW: I thought they were extremely 
tunny. 

FM: What about Sam J. Jones, who plays 
Flash? Oo you think he's a good actor? 

VON SYDOW: I think he's good In the film, 
and I like him very much. Personally. Sam is a 
very nice man. 

FM: You have starred in many great films. In- 
cluding THE SEVENTH SEAL and THE EXOR- 
CIST. What attracted you to FLASH GORDON, 
and to Ming? 

VON 5Y00W: Mainly I did H lor lun. This was 
sheer fantasy, different from what I've done 
before. That attracted me. The way the part 
was written In the script suggested that I'd ' 
have a great deal of fun. And villains are 
always dramaiically more satisfying to play 
than the good guys. i 

FM: Did you read a great deal of SF In your 
childhood? 

VON SYDOW: I read some. Mostly, though. I 
was exposed to folktales, since my lather was 
a professor of Scandinavian folklore. 

FM: Are there any tales you remember most 
vividly? 

VON SYDOW: Mostly those which deal with 
the devil. I was never afraid ol him. Where 
ever the Devil appeared In Scandinavian 
folklore, he always turned out to be tunny. Or 
kind ol ridiculous. Never really scary. So I 
always looked upon him as kind of a clown 
who was always outwitted by somebody. Gy 
the youngest brother of the three, or the good 
blacksmith who talked him Into showing off. 
like getting Into the empty nutshell and when 
he's there he plugs the nutshell and puts him 
on the anvil and gives him what-for. But In all 
those tales, the devil was the loser, never ter- 
ritying. 

FM: Did the public's reaction ol utter tear to 
THE EXORCIST surprise you. than? 

VON SYDOW: Yes. I was very surprised. 

FM: What are your teelings about the film, 
personally? 

VON SYDOW: I'd read the book, and was very 
taken by It. But somehow. I didn't react to the 
book as I later on reacted to the film when I 



saw It. I didn't think of this even while we 
were doing the picture-but it was very 
negative. Very well-made, but destructive In 
the way the little girl Is humiliated by the 
demon. Forget about the tact that at the vet^ 
end she comes out alive. The fact that she is 
there all through the story, suffering at the 
bands of evil, is unsettling to me when I think 
about it. 

FM: Getting back to FLASH GORDON, was It 
easy lor you to be as nasty as Ming is on the 
screen? 

VON SYDOW: No. As a boy. I was told. 'You 
are not supposed to fight somebody who is 
smaller than you. or weaker than you, and two 
shouldn't try to beat up one.' Which is totally 
out of kilter with whal Ming Is. and what he 
does. 

FM: How do you think FLASH GORDON will do 
around the world? Alter all. he's being billed 
as THE GREATEST AMERICAN HERO OF ALL- 
TIME. 

VON SYDOW: I think it will appeal to all earthl- 
ings because It's an entertaining picture, a 
picture for children ol all ages. I'm sure It will 
have a wide audience, particularly in Japan, 
where they enjoy this sort of Him. Also, there 
are many Italians and English actors in the 
Him. which should help us In those countries. 
FM: Old you wear a bald cap in the tilm? 

VON SYDOW: No. they shaved my head. 

FM: And the beard^ 

VON SYDOW: That was false. So was the 
moustache and eyebrows 
FM: Was It difllcult playing lo special etiects 
that you had to imagine, and which would not 


be added until months later? 

VON SYDOW: Not really. Actually. I'm not In- 
volved with that many optical elfecis. directly. 
At the very end a little. Most of my scenes are 
In the palace or Inside other buildings, so I 
didn't really play very much to a blue screen 
lEdilor s Note: a backdrop which does not 
photograph, meaning the tllmakers can insert 
any background they wish when they have 
their film In the laboratory]. I have done that in 
other films, and It's difficult. Oifticult. com- 
plicated. and distracting. 

FM: Ming's full title is actually what? 

VON SYDOW: Emperor Ming the Merciless of 
Mongo. 

FM: That's a rather ominous name. 

VON SYDOW: He's an ominous man. 

FM: Do you think you played the character to 
its fullest extent? Is he as evil as he could 
have been? 

VON SYDOW: No. I don't think so. I softened 
It. made him a bit absurd so that he wouldn't 
frighten anyone. 

fM.’ Did you use any models In your perfor- 
mance? Any historical dictators, or that sort of 
think? 

VON SYDOW: Ming Is not really the sort of 
character you'd read up on. I looked upon him 
as a mixture of Mephlsto and Rasputin. 

FM: Would you play Ming again It there is a 
FLASH GORDON sequel? 

VON SYDOW: That depends. If the story is 
good. If the script Is good-ll all depends. I en- 
joyed playing him very much, as I've said, 
though I'm not sure It's the kind ol role I'd like 
to stay with. I enjoy parts that are more 
authentic and human. 

FM Do you worry about the fact that kids who 
see the film may try to do some of the things 
that Flash or Ming do? The fights, with fists or 
swords--? 

VON SYDOW: I don't know. I suppose it's like 
seeing a tight between Holmes and All. It we 
didn't have that outlet, that healthy outlet on 
the screen, we might go out and fight 
somebody ourselves. 

FM: Though the question of a soquol to FLASH 
GORDON Is obviously something that the suc- 
cess of the first film will have to decide, you 
did appear In a sequel to one ol your most suc- 
cessful film. THE EXORCIST. That was THE 
HERETIC. How do you teel about that tllm? 
VON SYDOW: THE HERETIC was sequel that, 
evidently, shouldn't have been made, and one 
which I entered very refuctantly. I hadn't plan- 
ned to make it. my part was added to the 
story. Unfortunately. It wasn't a very good 
story and the picture was a flop. 

FM: Any closing thoughts? 

VON SYDOW: Only that I am pleased with the 
courage and imagination It look for a film- 
maker lo see me In the part ol Ming. While it's 
true that villains are frequently played by 
foreigners. Dino de Laurenlils had groat 
courage to offer me this spectacular villain, 
which was a great challenge to mo.

"Space tladef, it followed the interjilanetaty iidventures 
of youthful cadets at the rigorous Space Academy, where 
rockeU>ers were trained. I’Vankie Thomas starrtxl as Tom 
but much of the audience’s attention was with his follow 
cadets, wise-cracking Roger Manning (Jan Merlin) and 
Astro (.M Markham), a vety human-like Venusian. The 
soft-spoken Astro took a lot of ribbing from Roger who, 
alt hough predi.sposed to get t ing himself and eveiy one else 
into a lot of trouble, always ended up a hero at the end. 

Young viewers learned a lot of mal science from this 
series, since rocket expert Willy l.«y senxxl as Uvhnical 
advisor. 

In 195S, Judd Holdren starred as Commando Cody.

(called Uncle Marlin by TimI who poked fun at Earth 
people but was always willing to use his wi.sdom & his 
Martian powers to help them solve their problems. 

My Favorite Martian was the ancestor of the current 
hit Mork & Mindy. Mork. ap incompetent bungler 
from the planet Ork, is sent by his boss. Orson, to 
Boulder, Colorado in a flying egg. Mork is to make up 
for past mistakes by observing our primitive way of 
life and reporting his findings to Orson by tel^athy. 
He shares an apartment with pretty Mindy McConnell 
(Pam Dawberl, who is majoring in joumalism. 

This comedy owes its success to the zany Robin 
Williams as Mork and to the hilarious reaction of a per-

The long-running British science fantasy series Dr. 
H%o has been entertaining viewers with its unforget- 
table alien & earthbound monsters since 1963. with 4 
different actors portraying the whimsical scientist 
o\’er the years. 

Dr. Who has matched wits with antlike Zarbies. nas- 
ty one-eyed Nestenes, ugly apelike Ogrons, mild- 
mannerei humanoid butterflies (Menopteral, prickly 
Didonians and. of course, the famous Daleks. These 
evil organisms, last survivors of a world decimated by 
a neutron war, protected themselves by encasing what 
was left of their bodies in colorful mobile machines. 
The metal armor was complete with artificial arms and 

death ray everything needed for the conquest of 

Earth! 

Dr. Who himself is an extraterrestrial, a Time Lord 
from another world, who did a bit too much 
unauthorized space/time exploration in his TARDIS 
vehicle and was exiled by his superioVs to Earth in the 
twentieth century. He is a memoer of U.N.I.'T., an in- 
lornational defense organization founded for the prn- 
leclion of Earth again.st invaders.

The Japanese TV series Ultraman. which first ap-

peered in 1967 and has been shown in syndication in 
the U.S., used Japan in the 21st century as its 
background. 

When two UFOs collided over Japan, one plum- 
meted into a lake while the other smashed into a Scien- 
tific Patrol headquarters, killing the pilot. Iota. The 
spaceship was not badly damaged and a mysterious 
being emerged from it. He restored life to Iota and 
identified himself as a person from the Nebula M-78 in 
the 40th galaxy. To repay Iota for the wrong done to 
him. the being gave him a special capsule. With it. Iota 
could become the powerful Ultraman. 

The series had Ultraman battle various monsters & 
aliens, all created by or inspired by F.iji Tsuburaya, 
creator of the program. 

lost & found 

.Another popular juvenile science fiction series of the 
1960s was FmsI In Space. Kach episode of this saga of 
the Robinson family marooned on an unknown planet 
detailed their struggles against weird extrater- 
restrials which in some wav hindered their efforts to 
repair their crashed spaceship and return to Earth. 

One episode in particular was a moral tale, dealing 
with the Robinson children’s discovery of a dazzlingly 
handsome golden man. He expressed a desire to join

Naturally, the humans wfriended the golden 
man, hut his attempt on their lives prompted the frog- 
man to come to their aid and reveal himself to Ik‘ the 
good guy and the handsome alien the evil one. 

thru thick & thinnes 

Koy Thinnes was the beleaguered hero in The In- 
vaders. which premiered in 1967 and lasted one year. 
Thinnes played architect David Vincent, who ac- 
cidentally witnes.sed the nightime landing of a flving 
saucer. It was just one of many saucers filled witli in- 
vading aliens who had come from their dying world in 
a di.stant galaxy to conquer Karth thru st*cret infiltra- 
tion of our government & mass media. Vincent couki 
rwognize the beings despite their human guises and 
devoted himself to the mammoth task of convincing 
an unbelieving world of the menace. Mis mission was 
further threatened by the desperate aliens who often 
tried to de.stroy him, 

starry-eyed series 

Star 'Trek is, of course. TV's most popular sci-fi 
series, recounting the future voyages of tne starship 
Enterprise, who.se 5-year mission was to seek out un- 
discovered civilizations in the (lalaxy. It premiered in 
1966 but the Enterprise was unable to complete its 
mission since the show ended 3 years later. 

Aliens ran rampant in this program. The vast ma- 
jority were human-like, such as the Klingons. Vulcans, 
Komulans & Argelians, tho occasionally true alien in- 
telligences were featured. Such was the Horta. a 
silicon creature much likea rock with legs, which killed 
human miners on Janus VI in the episode "The Devil 
in the Dark". Later it was revealed that the ba.sicallv- 
peaceful Horta Iplayed by Janos I’rohaskal was only 
trying to protect her eggs, which the miner.s were tear- 
ing up. thinking them to be mere stones. .-X truce was 
finally reached. 

.Another weirdie was the salt vampire of planet 
M-1 13 in the episode entitled "The Man Trap”. It had 
. a suction-like mouthand suction cups on its fingers. us- 
ed to absorb all the salt from a person's body. It also 
had the ability to transform itself into any livang form 
to lure its intended victims. 

The favorite character to most Trekkies is the 
logical .Mr. Spock (Leonard Nimoy), Chief Science Of- 
ficer aboard the Enterprise. His mother was a human 
schoolteacher; his father, a Vulcan ambassador. 

Because of his (biologically impossible) mixed 
ancestry, Mr. Spock a was confused person struggling 
to find his identity. His best friend was the 
Enterprise's captain. James Kirk (William Shatner) 
and he was also a close friend of the irascible Chief 
Medical Officer I^eonard McCoy (DeForest Kelley). 

giants... space... the stalker 

In 1968 the crew and passengers of a 
"stratocruiser" entered a space warp and crashed on 
an unknown planet that was a Lat^ Of The Giants. 
The world & its inhabitants were basically an enlarged 
version of our own Earth. 

Space: 1999 was a preposterous but intriguing 
science fiction entry from Britain which has enjoyed 
much popularity in the U.S. & other countries. In this 
series, tne Moon had become a kind of wandering 
planet following an atomic explosion on its dark side

which Lore it away from Earth’s gravity and spun it in- 
to the void. 

Martin Landau played Koenig, commander of 
the defense base stationed on the Moon. Barbara Bain, 
Landau s real-life wife, was Dr. Helena Russell. 
Rivalry for Koenig's attentions existed between Dr. 
Russell & Maya (Catherine Schelll. a beautiful alien 
who could alter her apMarance by will power to resem- 
ble any creature. She became the ally of the helplessly- 
drifting Earthers at. the base as they encountered a 
variety of extraterrestrials, most of them unfriendly. 

The career of investigative reporter Carl Kolchak. 
Darrin McGavin's character in Kolchak: The Night 
Stalker, invariably placed him face to face (?) with the 
weird, the avant-garde, the supernatural. In the 
epi.sode entitled “They Have Been, They Are, They 
Will Be", Kolchak's probing of a murder case turned 
up something bizarre; the victim's bone marrow had 
been sucked out' The new.sman soon discovered that 


an invisible alien was the killer; but. as always, no one 
believed him. 

ol uio's & quarks 

Project UFO presented dramatizations of official 
Air Force Project Blue Book files. The series focused 
on an investigating team's research on the people, 
places & events surroundinga recent UFO sighting. In 
each episode we saw a visualization of the witnesses' 
sighting of craft & crew. The actual reality of their ex- 
periences was more or less left up to the viewer. 

Richard Beniamin starred as Quark, the commander 
of an interstellar garbage .scow in the 1978 comedy. 
Sharing in the duties or collecting cosmic junk was 
First Officer Fiscus, a sober humanoid plant (played 
by the late Richard Kelton). Another alien on board 
was the ship's temperamental mascot, a little one-eyed 
blob namea Ergo. 
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cosmic colonists 

Hattlestar Oalactica had a short one-year run 
(1978-1979) but it won the affection of many fans of 
“space opera ’. In the distant future, the last human 
colonistsof space formedaconvovof space cruisers led 
by the Oalactica. their last remaining battleship. They 
were on their way to an unseen home planet called 
Earth. The colonists knew nothing of its location but 
they hoped to reach it and find sanctuary from their 
merciless enemies, the Cylon robots. 

These metal warriors were under the command of 
the “Imperious Leader", a robed, purple-skinned 
creature with a great fishlike head. His consuming 
desire was to destroy or enslave e%’ery human in the 
galaxy. 

As a matter of fact, few of the non-humans in this 
series were friendly, and that included the insectoid 
Ovions as well as the majority of creatures en- 
countered at parties & in nightclubs. To the humans, 
the galaxy was an indifferiint or downright hostile 
place. After a “second wind" earlier this year as Bat- 
tle.star (laiactica 1980. the program has once again 
“gone with the wind". 

I scream cones 

Almost everyone who watches NHOs Saturday 
.^ight Live loves the "Coneheads", that wacky family 
from outer space who are regulars on the program. One 
of their funniest skits featured guest star Frank Zap- 
pa. who wanted to date the Conehead daughter (Lar- 
raine Newmanl. He convinced her "parental units" 
(Dan Akroyd & Jane CurtinI of his worthiness by mak- 
ing a gift to them of a record album he had produced. 
They enjoyed it but thought it needed salt. 

of telefilms & extraterrestrials 

There have been some notable made-for-TV mox-ies 
that featured extraterrestrials. One of the best was 
The UFO Incident in which James Karl Jones & Estelle 
Parsons portrayed Hetty & Barney Hill, a married 
couple who were al>ducted by small humanoids. They 
were taken inside an alien craft, examined and released 
unharmed. The Hills had no conscious memory of the 
experience, only rt“eurring dreams. Their story was 
brought out under hypnosis by a psychologist. 

The film was based on a true occurence in 1961, 
described by John G. Fuller in his hook "The Inter- 
rupted Journey". 

ThcLoveWar told the storv of Kyle (Lloyd 
Bridges), an alien who tried to escape an in- 
terpianetorv war by settling on Earth. Here he met a 
lady named Sandy (Angie Dickinson! while traveling 
by bus. After falling in love with her. he entrusted her 
with hi.s secret, onlv to discover that she was actually 
one of the enemy alien.s sent to stalk & kill him. 

Saturday's space beings 

Alien beings have been as abundant a.s mice on 
Saturday morning televi.sion. S/Hice AngeL Partridge 
Family 2200 A.I).. The Herculoids and Flush Gordon 
arc just a few of the dozens of outer space cartoons 
featuring aliens. Even Star Trek was resurrected as a 
cartoon for a time. 

Live action children's programs in a science fiction 
vein have included such efforts as Far Out Space A'ufs 
& The Last .Saucer. 

This glut of alien-oriented kiddie .shows would ap- 
pear to have satiated the average viewer's appetite.
